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Be 


/EFORE  I  proceed  toconfider 
the  third  article  of  the  treaty,  it 
may  not  be  nnnecelfary,  or  impro- 
per, to  fiigg^ft  more  explicitly,  an 
idea  which  heretofore  1  have  tati.- 
ly  fuppoLd  exilleddn  the  mind  ot' 
every  man.    It  is  — that  the  coin- 

4 plaints  on  the  part  of  the  United 
fctaies,  againft  Great  Britain  for 
itvfi .-vctions^of  the  tieaty  of  I 
had  been  brought  to  a  point  by  the 
fpoli.it ions  on  our  commerce,  ami 
encroachments  on  our  territory  ; 
and  that  by  this  acretion  and  com- 
bination of  grievances,   a  crilis 
had  been  produced  in  our  alfairs, 
which  foVbad  our  fubmitting  any 
longer  under  thole  grievances  I 
fay,  fo  prelling  had  been  tin  c"alla 
upon  government  frrtm  thefe  t  alli- 
es, that  it  became  indilpcnfibly  he- 
cellary  to  itilift  with'  more  than 
common  folicitiule  on  a  fulfilment 
of  the  treaty  of  1783  ;  and  alio  for 
a  redrels  of  thofe  more  recent  in- 
juries.    In  the  hiftory  of  nations, 
it  i»  well  known,  that  theie  are 
but  two  leading  modes  by  which 
the  injured  c  an  obtain  redrels  from 
the  injuring  nation.    The  one  is, 
by  negotiation  and  a  treaty,  by 
Which  an  accommodation  and  far  if- 
faction  takes  place.    The  other  is, 
by  way  ft  reprifal  and  war.  Goo  I 
policy,  dictated  by,  both  a  fenfe 
of  j  11  It  ice  ami  hainiui.y.  as  well  as 
by  a  regard  to  the  general  interelt 
of  the  Uoited  States,  induced  the 
executive,  in  the  fir  ft  place,  to  feck 
redrels  in  the  firft  mode  mention- 
ed, rather  than  leave  it  to  be  f  night 
for  in  the  doubtful  e veins  of  ilie 
latter.     Knowing  at  t  hedBfe:  ' in. <• , 
that  if  he  failed  of  iWW^'fs,  he 
. ihould  a:  Icalt  have  difcharged  bis 
ifSrluty  to  Ids  country — and  that  an 
appeal  ta  arms  w-is' always  within 
her  power.     for  if  thofe  who  had 
injured  us,  would  on  application 
do  Wjultice,  what  more  (hould  we 
alk  !    If  they  would  agree,  in  a 
peaceable  way,  by  the  operation 
of  legal  remedies,  to  compe'nfare 
lor  the  injuries  which  they  had 
committed  ;  -were  wc  no:  bound  in 
realon  and  jullicc,  to  accept  that 
agreement  ?  .^nd  where  there  were 
mutual  injuries,  a  mutual  compen- 
fajtioi)  Ihould  be  ltipulatrn; '  There 
veto  mutual  complaints  between 
Great  Britain  and  the  U.  States. 
Partuaht  to  thefe  principles,  an  en 
■\.>y  was  appointed — a  negotiation 
has  taken  place— a  treaty  h  is  been 
formed  —  by  which  thole  differenc- 
es a.e  accommodated    thofe  inju- 
ries agreed  to  be  compenfated — 
with,  i  believe,  one  exception  on- 
ly, that  relates  to  our  claim  for 
negroes,  which  wc  fay  were  carri- 
ed away  contrary  to  rhe  treaty  of 
peace  17S?  ;    hut  Which  they  fay 
wee  not  carried  away  contrary  to 
that  treaty.    To  H  ate  the  quell  ion 
then,  aiding  on  the  prefent  Hate 
of  things,  upon  the  broadell  halts, 
as  it  •  efpeets  the  prefent  treaty- 
it  will  Hand  thus:  Shall  v/e  accept 
the  treaty  — or,  rejecting  the  trea- 
ty— mall  we  hnfh  our  complaints, 
and  in  fiknee  fubmit  to  the  inju- 
jie:,  wc   have    received— or  niri- 
ir'.tclv,  liiall  we  attempt  redrels 
1    reprifal  and  war  j  One  of  thefe; 
to  ce  things,  I  take  to  be  unavoid- 
able.    But  we  may  fairly  narrow 
t    j  ground,  by  fuppoling,  as  It.-' 
li-jc  all  parties  are  agreed,  that  we 
1  touid  nor  any  longer  fubmit  to  tftm~ 
i     :  i  s  we  have  received.  The%» 
,  :c  iioti  then  really  is:    Sharf  wc 
:\pept  the  treaty  ?    Or  reject  it,  &: 
ty  war  with  England  for  re- 


drefs  •  Thofe  on  whofe  mind  this 
idea  makes  tiie  pi  opt  r  impi  eliiou, 
w  ill  know  how  to  weigh  the  objec 
tion?  w  hich  are  made  to  the  treaty 
they  will  know  how  to  appreciate 
the  arguments  in  its  favour. 

Having  made  thefe  obfervatior.s, 
I  fliall  jiow  proceed  to  Hate,  and 
conlider  the  the  third  article  in 
the  pi  opored  ti  eary. 

"Article  ;d.  It  is  agreed  that 
it  {ball  at  all  times  be  tree  to  his 
inajelly's  ('objects,  and  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  ;  nudul- 
fo  to  the  Indians  dwelling  on  ci- 
ther fide  of  the  laid  boundary  line, 
freely  to  pals  and  repafs  by  land 
or  inland  navigation  into  the  ref. 
pective  territni  ies  and  countries  of 
the  two  parties  on  the  continent  of 
America  ;  [the  territory  .Trunin 
'  the  Hurts  of  the  Uu.Hlms  bay  com- 
pany only  excepted]  and  to  navi. 
gate  all  the  lakes,  rivers  fe/nd  wa- 
ters thereof,  jw.t  it  is  nh  ie:  [£dod 
that  this  article  does  no:  extend  to 
the  ad  million  of veflelsofthfi  Unit- 
ed States,  into  the  fcapoi  is,  har-^ 
hours  or  creaks  of  his  majeltyV 

,  laid  territories;  nor  into  Cuch  paVts 
of  the  Rivers  in  his  M.ijciiy's 
l'ai  I  territories,  as  arc  between  the 
mouth  thereof,  and  the  Mgheft 
port  of  entry  from  the  fea ;  ex- 
cept in  I'm  all  velEls  trading 

between  Monti  eal  and  Quebec, 
under  fuch  1  emulations  ai  thJA)  be 
eiUbliihed  to  pi  event  the  p o I i t b i  1  i - 
ty  of  any  frauds  in  this  refpeci, 
NoV  to  the  adm'.ilio.i  of  Briti'h 
veU'els  from  the  fea  into  tfie  rivers 
of  rhe  United  States)  b<vond  tlie 
bin  heft  ports  of  entry  for  foreign 
veflels  from  the  lea".  The  river 
Midiilippi  Hull  however,  accord- 
ing to  the  treat*  of  peace,  be  en- 
tirely open  to  both  parties;  and 
i:  i;  further  agreed  that  all  the 
ports  and  places  on  its  eaftern 
tide,  to  wWchfoever  of  the  panic; 
belonging,  may  freely  be  retorted 
to  and  busd  by  both  parties  in  as 
ample  a  maiine*r  Is  any  of  the  At- 
lantic ports  or  plates  of  the  United. 
States,  or  any  of  the  ports  or  places 
of  his  maielty  in  Great  Briairi. 

"  All  goods  ami  merchand.ze, 
whofe  importation  into  his  majef- 
ty's  faid  territories  in  America, 
thai!  nor  be  entirely  .prohibited, 
may  freely  for  the  pnrpolc  of  com- 
merce, be  carried  iutdxhe  fame  in 
the  manner  aforefaid  by  the  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  and  fuch 
gob ds  and  merchandize  ihall  be 
fubjecl  to  no  higher  or  other  duties 
than  would  he  payable  by  his  ma- 
jelly's  fnbjeCts,  04^  the  importation 
ot  the  fame  from  Europe  into  the 
faid  territories.  And  in  like  man- 
ner,  all  goods  2nd  merchandize, 
whofe  importation  into  the  I  nited 
States  Ihall  nor  he  wholly  prohibit- 
ed, may  freely  for  the  pmpofes  of 
commerce,  be;  carried  into  the 
lame  in  tiie  manner  aforefaid  by 
his  majeliv's  fubjec^s,  and  fuch 
goods  and  merchandize  fhall  be 
i'ul  jectto  do  higher  or  other  du. 
ties  th;>n  would  be  payable  by  the 
citizens  of  the  United  State's,  on 
the  importation  of  the  GUtfe  in  A- 
merican  vetffrl*  into  the  atlamic 
ports  of  the  faid  States.  And  all 
goods  not  prohibited  to  be  export- 
ed  from  the  faid  territories  ref- 
pcciively,  lnay  in  like  manner  be 
carried  out  of  the  fame  by  the  two. 
parties  refpeclivelyy  paying  duty 
as  aforefaid.  No  duty  ot° entry 
lhall  ever  be  levied  by  either  par- 
ty on  peltries  brought  by  'land,  or 
inland  navigation  into  the  laid  ter- 
ritories refpee'tively  ;  nor  fliall  the 
Indians  pairing  or  repafling  with 
their  own  properaoods  and  dices 
.;;

Xo  this  ntirle  many  objections 
have  been  mq  U*.  and  Eemohftraoc- 
es  offered  ;  b;.t  nevL-mitleis,  |  con- 
ceive it  t.i  be  a  n:o!l  valuable  ar- 
ticle j  as  highly  cp.ndnciie'jo  peace 
and  iVjendlbip,  between  the  fub- 
jfCts  of  Great  britain  and  thcti- 
lizcns  of  the  United  Mate;;  and 
that  wi  hou't  i:  the  tieaty  would 
indeed  h  ive  been  greatly  defct't. 
r^Jve.  Let  ns  for  a  nir.mer.t,  fup- 
poi'e  it  made  no  pa:tt>f  the  treaty, 
ami  that  upon  btji  getuigpoHelEon 
of  the,'  }>a!ts,  ail 'iiite.courfe  was 
lirohibited .  oetween  the  parties. 
W  hat  would  be  t  ie  probable  ef- 
fects of  fuch  a  leliraint  ?  Is  it  not 
1  nfgieiidly,  and  hoftile  In  its  *xry

Such  reiftraint,  without  the  means\ 
offinforefng  it  would  be  nugato- 
ryvV^jhofe  means  mult  be  either 
to  puhlifa  the  iniVacters  of  the  it- 
ftra,.  :  immediately,  where  the  of- 
fender was  caught  ;  or  mediately, 
upon  compprim  to  the  government 
of  which  the  olfender  Uas  a  fubject 
Or 'citizen.

<  r  :  W  hat  would  be  theii  probable 
c(yi(iturt  ?  Each  in  their  own  ref- 
peUtjve  territory  would  be  under 
no  reftrr.int  from  thelaws  of  the  o- 
ther  :  W  odd  they  not  mutually 
Invite  the  Indians  over  th.e  line  i 
W  onld  they  not  carefs  them,  and 
5  altiil  prejudices  in  the  minds  of 
til  •  IpdiahS  airainlt  each  other  ? 
Would  they  hot  have  ogeuts  on 
loth  fides  among  the  Indians,  for 
this  pnrpofe  ?  They  molt  certainly 
would— and  how  would  it  be  pre* 
vented  .'i-f  aeh  coiifcious  of  their- 
ow  n  condhel  and  r!e(ign,  would  c- 
ver  (11  foe cl  the  other,  ahd  Hiould 
an  Indian  do  any  mifchief  to  one 
j'-arty,  the  other  would  ihftafltly 
be  aeeufed  a?  the  carife.  One  par- 
ty would  attempt  to  punifh—  the 
other  to  defend  the  aggrellbr. 
I  roin  fuch  a  ftatc  of  things,  what 
but  enmity,  and  incefiant  Eofiility 
could  be  ex  peeled  ? 

AgSfitf,  in  a  commercial'  point  of 
iew,  fuch  a  rell rained  Hate  of 
things,  would  he  mod  iilibe^Wnd 
ftbfurd.     While  Britiih  li.bjeTts, 
and  all  the  world  are  permit  ted 
freely  to  enter  the  atlantic  ports 
and  places,  for  trade  and  com- 
merce, w  hy  Ihould  any  be  cxelrd- 
from  the  v.  cite  i  n  ports  or  places 
for  like  pnrpofes  ?  Surely  no  good 
Weafon  can  be  'given.    Supnol'e  it 
Lad  been  a  cjuei'aon  in  the  Stautc, 


whether  while  the  fubj-rfts  of  Gt„ 
Britain  are  freely  admitted  into 
all  the  atlantic  poit«,  they  mould 
be  excluded  fioin  .the  wclteru 
ports  f  And  the  Senate  had  deter- 
mined that  they  Ihould  be  freely 
received  into  the  one,  and  exclud- 
ed from  the  other  :  — \V  hat  do  you 
imagine  would  be  the  Ungbftge  of 
thefe  fault  finders  I  Did  you  fiver 
hear  the  adminifti  aticn  accufed  of 
paitiality  ?  Did  )ou  ever  hear  the 
eallern  members  charged  with 
views  inimical  to  the  growth,  im- 
provement, and  1  rolpewty  of  this 
country  -  Atid  although,  a.i  t'.<r  as 
my  obfervition  goes,  1  believe  all 
this  to  have  hem  totally  wiihouc 
foundation;  yet  w  hat  might  not 
have  been  faid.  nnd  what  would 
not  have  been  faid,  had  fuch  adif- 
linetion  deliberately  have  taken 
place?  And  would  dut  mderhpa- 
triois  have  let  hip  i^di  an  eppottu- 
nity  ?    \\  ha,  a  . -en  icn  then  is  due 

to  tiii  mbe,  when  (bey  would  cla- 
m'Our  on  bofh  lides  of  a  propoli- 
tibn  ?  vV  hen  if  any  nation  had 
been  excluded  from,  our  wellern 
ports,  they  would  have  complain- 
ed, and  withjuftlce  ;  will  they  Hill 
be  countenanced  by  the  people, 
v.  !;th  they  complain  if  the  Bi  hiih 
Tuhjeet-s  v  ho  are  yet  the  only  ones 
who  have  manifelted  a  difpofitioa 
to  enter  into  thole  potts,  are  per- 
mitted to  do  fo  \ 

But  let  us  change  this  view  of 
the  fubject,  and  turn  to  the  article 
now  under  contemplation.  It  is

Brrt  1  lie  great  objection  to  this 
article  is,  that  it  wants  reciproci- 
ty. In  as  much,  as  We  have  let  the 
Britijh  iutn  a  greater  extent  of  ter* 
ritory :  a/.  J  info  more  rivers  and 
ports,  than  they  have  let  us  int..  Snp- 
pbfing  this  to  be  true— what  decs 

it  amount  to  ?  It  amounts  to  this  

that  WejSbould  have  made  a  furver 
of  their  territory,  and  alfo  of 
ours  ;  and  then  have  let  them  in- 
to jnlt  lb  much  of  ours,  as  they 
let  us.  into  of  theirs,  and  no  more 
But  where  fhouhj  we-  have  thrown 
■oft  the  furpjus  ?  And  again,  that 
«re  (hould  have  counted  the  num- 
ber of  our  ports  and  rivers  ;  and 
alio  the  number  rf  theirs  ;  and 
that  then  we  /hould  have  retrain- 
ed them  to  the  fame  number  in  onr 
tenitoiy,  that  they  open  to  us,  in 
their  territory.

Mr.  Bradford, 

In  anfwer  to  Mr.  MavHiaH's 
addrelstoyou  respecting  my  ic- 
fltfal  to  publiih  his  obfervations  on 
Uie  treaty  lately  formed  between 
America  ami  Great  Biitain,  I  wifli 
through  your  paper,  to  lay  before 
the  public,  a  Ihort  Itateinent  of 
la  els,  and  my  realbns  for  refullng 
to  continue  the  publication-— 

V>  hen  1  received  his  li.it  number, 
1  thought  from  its  length,  that  1 
might  in  fen  his  obfervations  on 
this  fubject,  without  neglecting 
the  duty  1  ewe  the  public,  of  fur- 
nilhfng  them  weekry  with  all  the 
inte-elting  intelligence  I  can  col- 
lect ,  but,  upon  the  receipt  of  his 
lecond  number,  and  of  an  anfwer 
to  i he  firft  number,  fignod  "  A\ 
VreemaM,"  and  finding  that  they 
both  p.omifed  a  contiiiuation  o'£ 
their  obfervations,  I  lound  that  it 
would  be  impoil  ble  w  ith  the  num- 
ber of  hands  which  I  have  now  in 
employ  to  continue  the  publica- 
tion of  thefe  papers,  and  alio  dif- 
charge  what  1  confniered  as  my  du- 
ty to  my  cullumers.  I  hus  litua- 
ted,  I  informed  Mr.  Marlhall,  that 
I  fhould  be  willing  to  dcvo:e  two 
olnuis  of  each  of  my  papeis  to 
is  remarks,  even  if  it  had  occupi- 
d  that  portion  of  it  for  fix  months. 
Mr.  Marlhall  left  it  to  me  to  deter- 
mine whether  I  w  raid  continue  the 
publicaion  or  nor,  and  as  I  lound 
*pon  au  examination  of  his  three 
fir  It  numbers  v.  bieh  he  had  lent  me, 
'hat  if  his  ob'civaiions  weie  as 
iong  t  n  the  other  articles  of  the 
tt  eaty,  that  two  columns  a  week 
would  nor  have  contained  them  in 
twenty  months,  1  declined  them  al- 
together.

fend  an  agent  to  the  Chiekafaws, 
with  their  peace  talk  ( widen  they 
had  fent  in)  and  receive  the  pri- 
soners they  had  taken,  from  them. 
In  confequence  of  which  requifi- 
tion  Gen.  Robertfon,  was  directed 
to  go  forward,  to  communicate  the 
talks  and  take  charge  of  the  pri- 
foners..  W  hether  the  talks  were 
meant  as  a  deception  is  not  yet 
known  ,  but  the  morning  alter 
Gen  Robinfon  airived.  a  body  of 
Creeks  fuppofed  to  be  upwaids  of 
one  hundred,  appeared  and  fired 
upon  the  Chickafaw  towns.  I  he 
latter  fultained  no  injury,  they  be- 
ing in  their  forts— it  is  not  yet 
known  whether  .  the  others 
received  any  damage  or  not.,  In 
ccnl'equence  of  tins,  the  Chicka- 
livvs  preremptoi  ily  lefufed  giving 
up  the  prifoners,  or  liltening  to  a- 
ny  of  their  talks,  and  are  putting 
themfelves  in  a  fituation  to  repel 
the  force  of  t!:e  Creeks,  winch 
threatens  them  with  luch  impend- 
ing danger.

ii, cats  exprefed  in  the  two  papers, 
has<  0:1  vi  need  them  that  they  were 
under  a  imllake,  and  that  this  wor- 
thy Sena tor  was  Hill  in  dig<.re;,l 
fiaAei,  and  under  dij'erent  charac- 
'/.■/  J,  the  only  advocate  in  this  ilate, 
of  that  u.o'.t  infamous  piodnc'iion. 
Having  no  doutt  in  my  mind,  that 
he  is  the  aotbot  of  the  remarks  on 
the  proceeding*  ot  the  Lexington 
meeting,  1  thai  J  conuder  him  as 
fitch,  in  my  anfwer  to  Ionic  of  his 
obfen  at  ion?. 

He  calls  upon  the  meeting  to 
point  out  tt>  him  verbatim,  "  the 
terms  and  condition.-;  (hatnefu!  t-o 
the  American  i;r.me"  which  are 
contained  in  the  treaty.  This  ie. 
niu  It  cannot  be  complied  with,  un- 
it's we  wcie  to  infeit  the  treaty  at 
large,  for  there  is  fearcely  an  arti- 
cle  in  it,  v»  bich  dees  r.o:  contain 
terms  or  conditions  ftamcfnl  to  the 
American  name  ;  and  if  he  was 
jot  cailous  to  every  feeling  which 
ought  t;>  operate  on  an  honel'c 
mind,  theuniveifd  abhorience  in 
which  I  c  is  held  by  bis  counrry- 
men  for  having  Toted  for  its  ra.i- 
iication,  would  convince  him,  that 
they  under  Hand  the  ai  ticles  fuflici  • 
ently,  wiihout  having  them  fo  of- 
ten repeated  to  ihtm  as  he  wiihes 
they  lhould  be. 

Whatever  language  may  have 
been  Ufed  in  the  treaty  with  France 
i;  immaterial:  becauSe  at  that 
time  vie  hail  not  been  conhdered, 
by  oil. cr  nations  as  an  independent 
nation  ;  hecai  fe  from  the  treaty's 
ftyTmg  us  the  fuhjtGs  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  it  is  evident  that  the 
language  of  the  treaty  was  adapt- 
ed to  ur  former  character,  ard 
the  opinion*  which  then  prevailed 
in  Europe  '•  becaufj  that  treaty 
did  in  fubQance  convey  very  diffe- 
rent terms,  from  w  hat  Jay's  dees  ; 
and  becnufe  when  Jay's  treaty  was 
made  we  bid  a  right  to  expert  to 
be  treated,  with  as  much  rc'Vcct 
as  any  other  indepcr.dent  nation 
ought  to  receive.  It  would  have 
been  the  height  of  folly  for  the 
American  commiff  or.ets,  to  have 
demanded  from  the  French  king 
in  177^.  the  fame  marks  of  ref- 
lect which  the  Biitifh  minii'.er 
ought  to  have  (lie v.  n  ro  oar  nation 
in  1704.  He  endeavor*  to  prove 
that  the  treaty  of  peace  of  1783 
ami  jay's  treaty,  havs  placed  the 
ngflt  to  navigate  the  Miffiflippi,  on 
the  lame  footing,  and  to  fliCW  this, 
has  quoted  the  elaufe  refpeeir;.;  it 
in  the  treaty  of  and  a  part 

of  the  elaufe  on  the  fame  ltd jert 
in  Jay's  treaty  ;  but  he  lias  dcTgn- 
edry  onrittcd  a  part  of  the  elaufe 
in  |ay's  treaty,  which  is  in  theft 
words,  "  And  it  is  fuither  agreed 
that  all  the  pcits  and  places  on  its 
Eallern  fide  to  whichfover  of  the 
parties  belonging,  may  freely  be 
retorted  to  and  cfed  by  both  par- 
ties in  us  amj'ie  a  manner  as  any 
of  tKe  Atlantic  ports  or  places  of 
the  United  States,  or  any  of  the 
ports  or  places  of  his  majelly  in 
Great  Britain.  This  was  adding 
bv  this  treaty  Populations  not  con- 
tained in  the  former  one,  which 
were  entirely  in  favor  of  the  B»i- 
t"u!i  and  bn}qi  iooi  to  the  American?; 
but  for  further  reafoning  on  this 
fubieef,  J  refer  to  the  Lexington 
addrefs  to  the  prefident.  This  un- 
fair and  falfie  recital  of  jay's  tiea- 
ty,  on  f<>  important  a  fob  jeer,  mull 
pro1 tq  that  he  is  confeious,  it  can- 
not befupporled  by  fair  reafoning, 
and  that  h.c  will  endeavor  to  do  it 
at  any  hazard. 

He' fays.  "  Thar  the  idea  of  re- 
pnr  at  ion  for  the  detention  of  the 
WeHern  pods  though  a  plaujible  /"- 
dm  wo- hi  be  difficult  to  obtain." 
Would  any  man  rrally  a  friend  ro 
bit  country  call  thi<a  plaupble  idea 
only  ?  Would  a  real  hiendto  Ken- 


tucky, mue'h  of  whofc  heft  blood 
has  been  lolt  by  the  confluences 
ot  that:  detention,  have*  hciuated 
to  fay,  that  Inch  a  demand  would 
have  been  juji  and  ought  to  have 
been  t  wipiitd  with  ?  fhat  it  would 
have  been  ditlicuk  for  Jay  to  ob- 
tain it.  1  (baU  readily  admit,  as  he 
had  jioc  fpirit  to  demand  it  :  but 
the  very  en  cuniltante  of  his  not 
having  demanded  it,  and  caufed  it 
to  be  made  a  part  of  the  treaty, 
ought  to  have  been  fuilicient  to 
prevent  its  ratidcation.  He  de- 
nies that  Jay's  treaty  has  ceded  to 
Biitilh  fubjects,  a  part  of  the  Ame- 
rican foil,  but  the  fact  is  clearly 
againlt  him-  By  the  treaty  of 
1783,  the  Weft  fern  po.ts  were  ack- 
nosv  (edged  to  be  the  right  of  Ame- 
rica, and  Great  Britain  promifed 
to  give  them  up  ;  nmwithltamlim-; 
this  promife,  Jhe  retained  poHeiu- 
011  of  them  until  1794,  and  fettled 
her  fubjects  in  them  and  their  vi- 
cinity. By  Jay  s  treaty  it  is  agreed 
that  thefe  polls  (hall  be  given  up, 
on  or  before  the  lit  of  June  1Z961 
but  it  is  alio  declared  that  *'  All 
fettleis  an  I  traders  within  the 
preci-.cts  or  jin  ifliedion  of  the 
laid  polls  (hall  continue  to  enjoy, 
unmcleltecl,  all  their  property  of 
every  kind,  and  mall  be  protected 
therein.  I  hey  (hall  be  at  full  li- 
bc  rty  to  remain  there,  or  to  remove 
with  all  or  any  part  ot  their  elfec'ts; 
and  it  (hall  ailb  be  free  to  them, 
to  fell  their  lands  houfes  or  effects, 
or/o  retain  the  property  thereof  at 
their  difcretiou,"  from  this  ic  is 
evident,  Jay's  tieaiy  his  given  up 
a  part  of  the  American  foil,  to  Mii- 
ti:ii  fubjeclSj  b'caufe  tliere  can  be 
no  dotibt  but  that  the  right  to  the 
foil,  "  Within  the  pi  ecint  ts  or  jn- 
rifdi-.'tion.  of  the  fa  id  polls,"  was- 
hy the  treaty  of  veiled  in 
the  I  bited  .  tales  ;  when  there- 
fo.-e  Jay  s  trerty  feeure3to  t!ie  fet- 
tlcrs  within  the  precincts  or  jurif- 
dic^.ion  of  the  laid  polfs,  liberty 
to  enjoy  or  fell  the  1  uul.T,  v\  hich 
they  then  lield  (although  they 
might  havfe derived  their  tide  from 
the  king  of  Gica:  liritiin  fince 
17^^  )  it  evidently  gives  u ;<  to 
1'riti.h  fu'njects  part  of  th,e  Ame- 
rican foil.

and  deferves  a  different  kind  oF 
atifwrr.  He  fays,  "  but  I  imagine 
that  inch  negroes  and  other  pro- 
peiry  ai  yteti  curried tnfaj  contrary 
to  that  treaty,  nay,  for  any  thing  in 
this  treaty  'be  the  fubjefl  of  further 
difpute — negotiation — or  war — //  a 
doubtful  claim  t»  twelve  or  fifteen 
hundred  negroes  be  worth  either." 
Could  ii  have  been  believed  that 
an  American  Senator,  would  have 
publicly  held  fnch  language  as 
this  ;  it  is  adding  infult  to  injury.

But  His  feeliUgs  are  alio  lnueli  hurt 
at  the  abide  (as  hecalls  it)  which 
is  given  to  that  nation.  His  affec- 
tion for  the  Di  iiiih  moft  be  very 
great  indeed,  «  aefl  he  1  elenis  inju- 
lies  of  that  fort  entered  to  them,  & 
is  lilent  as  to  the  torrents  of  re- 
proach boih  public  and  private, 
with  which  he  is  Btmfelf  duil)  lea- 
ded. He  then  doles  his  remarks 
by  again  threatening  us  with  a  war, 
if  we  do  not  tamely  fubmit  to  ev- 
ciy  thing,  which  Britain  and  her 
fecret  fi  iends  and  emitiaries  lhall 
rfc|iiiie  of  us.
